CHAOTIC TRADE CONDITIONS 


The machinery built up through more than a hundred 
years practice to conduct the foreign trade of the United 
States has broken down, and conditions are now so unusual 
that trade abroad is practically impossible, at this writing, 
even if there were vessels to convey the merchandise. All 
this occurs through the breaking down of foreign exchange, 
and for the time being, any trading which is carried on will 
have to be done more or less by barter. 

Such a catastrophe as a general foreign war, involving 
all of Europe, was scarcely dreamed of. To be plunged into 
it in less than a week and then have European investors 
unload securities acquired here for a couple of generations, 
would have caused immeasurable suftering in this country 
and the wiping out of competence and fortunes. For this 
reason, the closing of the principal exchanges in the United 
States, the resort to clearing house certificates and emer- 
gency currency was the measure of protection, not because 
of alarming conditions in the United States, but to prevent 
the suerat European panic from spreading here. Business 
activity in the United Stutes will resume its normal status, 
after the lapse of a few months, but in a more restricted 
way, articularly if the European nations continue their 
somdiek for any great length of time thus requiring the 
issue of an enormous bulk of new securities. This will 
raise tLe interest rate of the world and will make it difficult 
for municipalities and geographical divisions to secure money 
at the old rate of interest. 

The Comptroller of the City of New York has announced 
that subway work now under construction would go forward 
and that the remaining contracts would be let, permitting the 
rounding out of the system. This is as it should be. Some 
other work will be postponed, such as the $12,000,000 circular 
court house which will be a structure of beauty. It is 
likely that the lavish expenditures by American railways 
for elaborate passenger terminals will be checked for many 
years, but ordinary construction will go on with very little 
indrance. 

The fact that the American farmers are harvesting a 
great crop, which they will eventually sell to the people of 
Europe at a higher price than in time or peace, will mean 
much for the agricultural and financial prosperity of the 
country. The crop report of Aug. 1, however, was much 
less satisfactory than wus expected. 


Prices of materials are difficult to quote. There is always 
hand-to-mouth buying 7 some consumers who must have 
supplies. The U. S. Steel Corporation announced on Aug. 5 
that all quctations had been withdrawn on Aug. 4. This 
means that there is no standard price for steel products. 


One reason why the steel trade is unable to take contracts 
fer forward delivery is the shortage of ferro-manganese. 
This material, which comes from Russian ore, for the most 
part, is practically indispensable in the present process of 
steel manufacture. Some manganese ore comes from South 
America, but for the present there is no way of knowing 
when it will be possible to secure supplies. 
A spectacular advance in pig tin doubled the price in 
less than a week, leather is scarcely quoted, while the rubber 
market is demoralized. Within a month trade conditions 
as far as the U. S. is concerned, should settle down and 
become more or less normal. 
Comparative Prices—The wild 
commodities is shown in the accompanying table. Some of 
the quotations given are of course only of academic in- 
terest to readers of the paper but they serve to show the

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Most of the Labor Bureaus in New York are of the opinion 
that there will be no shortage of contract laborers. The 
general opinion is that there will be a surplus of laborers, 
particularly of this class, in the very near future. The 
mobilization of Austrians, Germans, and men of the Balkan 
yrowinces in this country, has practically ceased, owing to 
he inability to secure transportation; and most of these will 
be looking for work. There has also been a great rush of 
foreigners to get naturalization papers. Most of the con- 
struction work has been carried on by immigrants from the 
south of Italy, and the Italian immigration has made up 
nearly 25 per cent. of the total immigration coming into this 
country. n the accompanying table, taken from the immi- 
ration report for May, 1913, the United States Department of 
Fabee. is shown the total permanent immigration. The tem- 
porary, or non-immigrant arrivals being given in a different 
part of the report and not published. Unofficial figures for 
May and June are also available, the total immigration for 
May numbering 107,796, while for June the number was 71,- 
728, Italian immigration, alone, falling off about 14,000.

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AN EXCITED METAL MARKET 


Never has the New York metal market seen such violent 
changes in the price of metals as have occurred in the 
last two weeks. Quotations for tin and antimony . have 
doubled; copper is practically unsaleable in Europe and in 
the United states sales have been made below 13 cents. Lead 
and spelter show no change, but the markets are nervous. 


Pig Tin—On July 30 the tin markt was excited but no 
sales for 5-ton lots were made above 3lc. On the following 
day with the closing of the London metal exchange, the New 
York Stock Exchange and the New York Metal Exchange, 
the breaking down of international credit, the inability to 
draw bills of exchange, prices were more or less chaotic, 
but sales were made ct 33 cents. Since that time markets 
for small lots of tin in New York have been represented by 
the following quotations: Aug. 1, 38c.; Aug. 3, 50 to 55c.; 
Aug. 4, 55 to 57c.; Aug. 5, 60c.; Aug. 6, 61@ 63c.: Aug. 7, 64c.; 
Aug. 8, 65c.; Aug. 10, 67¢c.; Aug. 11, 70c. 

Most of the tin used in the United States comes from 
Strait Settlements and is shipped direct to London. From 
there it is shipped on the Atlantic Transport Line, the only 
line of direct steamers from London to the United States. 
The usual importation in this country is 1000 tons a week. 
When the blow fell there were in the United States 1300 tons 
of tin in official stocks, Of course, the tinplate companies 
had a surplus above this. With: the embargo on shipping, 
and the refusal of the British government to permit the ex- 
portation of any metals, the price jumped rapidly, and the 


only tin which has arrived since that time in consequence 
came in-on the “Minnehcha” on Monday aggregating 365 
tons. There is afloat on high seas for American ports about 


1225 tons. What the tin market will do is a question. Sug- 
gestions have been made that the U. S. Steel Corporation 
will send one of its vessels to Singapore to secure tin. 
This is a possibility.| Then, too, there is a possibility that 
the German fleet must be bottled up and shipping in English 
and neutral bottoms be resumed on the high seas. This will 
means a tremendous crash in the price. As far as the metal 
itself is concerned, it affects mostly the tin plate trade, but 
it is used so generally in other arts that its advance is 
likely to be felt in many lines not ordinarily known to be 
allied with it. 


eepae— oar ensmatey 50% of the copper produced in 
this country is consumed in Europe. Manufacturing has 
practically ceased on the continent and will in England in 
the near future, and the price of copper has + i ae to 
under 13c. It is probable that a round lot could be pur- 
chased at marked concessions from even 12c. At present the 
market is represented by a quotation of 12.75c., but this is 
purely nominal. Producers have taken steps to restruct the 
output and it will undoubtedly soon be adjusted to consump- 
tion. In the meantime, the reports of the Copper Producers’ 
Association will not be issued. 


Lead—The market is steady and shows no change, being 
quoted at 3.95c, New York, and 3.80c. East St. Louis. 


Spelter—The war has had no effect on the spelter market 
as yet, but it undoubtedly will in the near future and cause 
the metal to advance. Prime Western sells at 4.90 to 5c. in 
New York, and 4.85c. East St. Louis. 


Antimony—This metal, which is used to a limited amount 
in the making of anti-friction metals and in various compo- 
sitions, has apparently advanced beyond all limits. Special 
brands, which a week ago were sold at 7%c., now_ command 
15 to 20c. per pound, and ordinary antimony is selling at 14 
to 16c. Most of this metal comes from Germany. It is 
morevore used in the manufacture of shrapnel and munition 
of war. 


IRON AND STEEL 


That the industry is on a sound basis is conceded on all 
hands. There are no surplus stocks, and prices have settled 
down to a low point. It is practically impossible to give 
general quotations on the steel market, for all the large pro- 
ducers are making quotations from day to day. In a brief 
resume of the several departments of the steel trade which 
will follow, will be given the last available quotations. In- 
ability to secure ferro-manganese (most of this raw material 
comes from Russia) is one of the problems concerning the 
trade at present. This and other difficulties will be solved as 
they arise; but all will take time. The unfilled order of the 
U. S. Steel Corporation on Aug. 1, amounted to 4,158,589 tons, 
an increase of 125,732 tons in the month. 


Pig Iron—Sales of iron have been small, but there has 
been some business, most of it being done at quotations of 
a month ago. For example, Cincinnati Southern Foundry 
No. 2 is selling at $13.25 to $13.75 compared with $13.50 to 
$14 a month ago; Northern Foundry No. 2 is $14.50 to $15, 
which is also 25c. a ton lower than last month. Northern 
Foundry No. 3 is $14.25 to $14.50. In New York, Northern 
Foundry No. 1 is $14.75 to $15; No. 2X, $14.40 to $14.75; No. 2 
plain, $14.25 to $14.50. In Chicago, Northern Foundry No. 2 
fs $13.75 to $14.25, the same as last month; Northern Foundry 


No. 3, $13.50 to $14. In Pittsburgh, bessemer is $14.90 and 
basic, $13.90. These quotations include the 90c. freight rate 
from the valley to Pittsburgh. In Birmingham, Southern 


Foundry No. 2 is $10 to $10.25. The output of pig iron con- 
tinues large, that for July having just been computed at 
1,957,000 tons. The daily rate of production, however, was 
the smallest in any month since July 1911, with the excep- 
tion of January of this year. Stocks are not being accu- 
mulated. 

Steel Railsa—There has been no business at the moment in 
steel rails, but it is felt that the U. S. Steel Corporation will 
secure a firmer grasp on foreign markets than it ever had 
before, -and other exporting steel companies are likely to 
have some satisfactory markets. The rate decision was not 
of enough benefit to the railronds to permit them to buy new 
rails except where absolutely necessary to replace worn out 
materials, 

Structural Materials—On Aug. 4 the leading manufactur- 
ers of structural) shapes withdrew their quotations and now 
business is only being done as each job comes up. Prices 
are hisher, and are represented by the range of 1.20 to 
1.25¢. base, which includes I-beams 3 to 15 in., channels 3 to 
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15 in., angles 3 to 6 in., and tees 3 in. and over. Other qu: 
tations are on practically the same basis, subject to t! 
usual charge for extras. 


Plates—The general market is represented by a quotatio 
of 1.10 to 1.15c. f.o.b. Pittsburgh. Chicago mill deliveries ar, 
1.30 to 1.35c., and plates from store there are 1.75 to 1.85: 
In New York mill shipments are 1.31 to 1.36c. The plat: 
busimress should improve due to a demand for shipping. 


Pipe—The market for pipe, which was one of the brightes: 
of any in the steel market, has suddenly slumped and ther: 
is ractically ao business. The oil producers have bee: 
obliged to tie — all their cargo ships. The price of crud: 
oil suddenly declined; therefore there is no demand for pipe 
Quotations are unchanged, 
at these figures. 


Sheets—The price of sheets advanced from $1 to $2 pe: 
ton. Stocks at the mills are very satisfactory and it is be- 
lieved that most of the business on the books of manufact- 
urers will be delivered promptly. There seems to be a little 
improvement in the demand for galvanized sheets. No ad- 
vance has been made for sheets from New York stock. The 
following quotations are current for large lots from Pitts- 
burzh «ind small lots from store New York and Chicago.

Rubber—Prices have doubled in the last week and some 
grades are almost unobtainable. The London market is 
closed and the embargo at Continental ports prohibits 


shipping from Europe. The presence of rival fleets in the 
Mediterranean means that shipments from the Far East will 
be suspended by the route. American manufacturers of rub- 
ber goods*hope the Panama Canal may be used for vessels 
from the East bringing rubber. Prices are as follows: Up 
River Para fine, $1.15@1.25, Up River Para coarse 90c., 
Cancho balls, 72@75c. Africa rubber 90c. 

Scrap rubber has likewise advanced boots and shoes sell- 
ing at 6%c., automobile tires at 5c. and mine tubes at 17c. 


Portland Cement—The market has held well. Cement 
manufacturers feel that it is no time to cut quotations even 
though the demand may fall off severely, for there may be a 
rapid change. It is interesting to note that already some 
manufacturers are figuring on capturing foreign markets. 
Most of the cement which has been used in countries where it 
is not manufactured, has come from Germany or Belgium. 
These sources of supply now being cut off, it is natural that 
South America, Africa and Asia will turn to the United 
States. Probably there will be quite a little cement exported 
just as soon as transit facilities are provided end there is a 
means of shipment. 





An Announcement by Walter Wood, surviving and liqui- 
dating partner, that the partnership formerly existing be- 
tween Walter Wood and Stuart Wood, under the name of 
R. D. Wood & Co., was terminated by the death of Stuart 
Wood on March 2d. The business of the old firm is being 
liquidated by the surviving partner. The trade heretofore 
carried on under the name of R. D. Wood & Co. will still be 
continued under that name by Walter Wood. For more than 
110 years, the company has been manufacturing water works 
supplies, sugar house machinery, and gas producers. The 
office of the company will continue as heretofore, 400 Chest- 
hut St. —— with foundries at Millville, Florence, 
jand Camden, N. J. 
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COUNTRYWIDE GAIN IN BUILDING 


For the first time in many months, the reports of build- 
ng inspectors, relative to the contemplated building from 
»lans filed, show a gain in all parts of the country. In the 
East, where the depression has been particularly marked 
heretofore, there is a gain of 19% in the 21 cities. Ex- 
pressed in dollars, this amounts to $4737. For the first seven 
months of the year there was a nn loss. 

In 21 cities in the Middle West there was a gain of 
$1,600,000, or 7.7%, in July. For the first seven months of the 
year, the gain amounted to _ $5,769,000, or 3.8%. 

The returns for seven Pacific Coast cities show an in- 
crease of $340,000, or less than 1%. The gain, slight as it is, 
shows a turning point, for the loss in the first seven months 
amounted to $4,200,000, which is about 7.3%. 

An excellent gain of over one million dollars in seven 
Southern cities shows an increase of about 56%, while the 
figures for the first seven months of the year also show a 
gain.
